Insulin is the internal secretion of 
groups of specialized cells in the pan- 
creas (called islands of Langerhans, 
in honor of the young man who first 
described them 60 years ago). The 
pancreas is an important gland of 
digestion. In animals it is called the 
stomach sweetbread. Why § sweet- 
bred, I wonder. Perhaps that name

Steel Common But Momen- 
tarily Affected by Statement, 
Advances During the Day 
Carrying Rest of the Market 
Along With It. 


New York, February 1.—All eyes in | 
Wall street were on steel common at 
‘the opening of the stock market to 
see how the market would take the 
fourth quarter steel corporation earn- 
ings, published after the close of the 
market yesterday, showing a deficit 
after dividends of $4,963,000 against 
a surplus over dividends of $2,827,- 
000 for the previous quarter, and 
$15,950,000 for the fourth quarter of 
1926, the fourth quarter 1927 net 
being the smallest for any quarter 
since 1922. Steel common closing at 
146 1-4 opened at 145 1-4. In the 
early trading other leading — were 
down a point on the average. By noon, 
however, steel common was up to 
146 7-8, with the rest of the market 
recovering its early loss. 

Steel common recovered taking the 
rest of the market with it on the be- 
lief with th® fourth quarter of 1927 
earnings published, the bad news was 
out, with the current quarter promis- 
ing a much better earnings showing. 
It was learned early in the day that 
the steel corporation had increased pro- 
duction the past week six per cent 
to 39 per cent of capacity, making au 
increase of 11 per cent in two weeks. 
The weekly steel trade reviews re- 

orted that higher selling prices were 
ringing out new orders. Increased 

roduction, increased business and 

igher selling prices, Wall street fig- 
ured, will make a big difference. in 
the first quarter of 1928 earnings. 
Stock market sentiment early in the 
day_ wwas also helped by an increase 
_of .52 per cent in Montgomery Ward 
sales for January, compared with a 
year ago, with Sears Roebuck reporting 
an increase of 9.8 per cent.
